v.-ho have it in their possession are 
anxious to keep it in good condition, 
for real lace cannot be bought every 
dty. With care even lace that receives 
daily wear should 
last 
a lifetime, 


while the stronger kind may be passed 
0:1 to another generation. 


Much of the Irish point that Is so 


much IE vogue at present has been 
uneanh?d from boxes Ion;; laid by, the 
Dutch collars a::d riibuts especially. 


The average Irish 
lace is very 


strong, but the lighter baby Irish re- 
quires gentle treatment If it is to last 
a long time. 
The thread used is so 


fine that it is apt to snap at any time, 
and when a broken thread is discov- 
ered it should not be allowed to go 
further before being repaired.

amateur sewer can do the mendins at 
this stage, but if the stitches are al- 
lowed to run. thpn the lace must be 
sent to a professional.

OKins can be mad* oh good pasture 


as lew ais ooa c*at a pound In this 
w»y and tip* is ohetp feeding. 


Wether tanba can be had at reason- 


able price*. They can be turned into 
very good profit on all of the farms 
that have clover pasture or alfalfa. 
If put on second growth clover along 
In late August or September for two 
months and then fed alfalfa and corn 
or alfalfa alone they should put oh 
from 40 to 60 poonds before going to 
the Christmas market 


Many farmers sell their lambs half 


fat because they cut second crop 
clover for seed or leave it for other 
stock during late fall and early winter 
months. 
There is certainly more 


money in pasturing lambs than in 
selling clover seed and if the second 
crop is kept for winter pasture about 
half its value Is lost 


A good plan is to turn the lambs 


Into the corn flpld after tha corn 
mature—they will find a lot of grass 
and tender weeds that have sprung up 
during the last cultiratlon and they 
will also eat all the leaves of the corn 
as high as they can reach. 


Suppose they do break down an 


occasional stalk and eat the corn, it li 
going into mutton. 


Rape sowed in the corn at the las 


cultivation is another source of chea: 
forage for sheep.' Rape in small grain 
.makes a wonderful growth after th 
grain is harvested and is second only 
to clover as a pasture crop for sheep

,ng of all klnfs of farm stuff Is one' 
of the most Important If not the moat 
Important part of the business. 


If one la unable to visit the big 


markets ona should write to commis- 
sion merchants and ask for all the 
Information possible regarding what 
is wanted in the way of selec'.'on and 
packing of fruit and vegetables. Com- 
mission dealers would rather handle 
gpod. salable stuff than poorly packed 
and unsightly produce, and are al- 
ways ready to help . rowers to pre- 
sent their products In the most at- 
tractive manner. 


It Is also a good plan for amateur 


growers, who have not shipped to 
the general markets, to first visit the 
farms of successful growers and learn 
by observation how produce should 
be picked, graded, and packed in or- 
der to bring the best prices.

form In condition, quality and gener- 
al appearance.

Many growers make the mistake of 


allowing their vegetables to become 


I too rlpo before picking, and as a re- 
1 siult the produce, which looks fresh 


enough in the garden reaches the 
market overripe mid often decayed. 


Overripe vegetables should always 


be sold in a market which can be 
reached within a very short time af- 
ter leaving the farm and very ripe 
vegetables should be consumed at 
horn > or canned. 


All vegetables should be thorough- 


ly cool and do' before beine packed. 
H«at and moisture promote decay and 
this of course means ' ISP 
This is of 


the greatest importance and, must not 
be noglectotl if the grower would get 
the best prices for his produce. 


A loosely packed barrel or box, af- 


ter having been transferred by wag- 
on to railroad ;md from the city sta- 
tion to the market-place again by a 
wagon, will reach the buyer in n very 
unattractive condition. The contents 
will settle and shrink iis a result of 
the jarring, and the paekarre will bo 
only partially full. 


Loose pocking invariably 
causes 


bruises and general defacement of 
each specimen. Fruit or vegetables

must not be packed too tightly or it 
will also be bruised and crowded out 
of shape. Every grower can spend 
a little money for fcrands or labels 
to excellent advantage. 
Labels 
are 


very cheap and so are stencils, and 
ths man who puts up a first-class 
package of honest fruits or vegetables 
in uniform well-conitructed packag- 
es need not fear that the money spent 
for attractive labels will be wasted.

CHARCOAL FOR POULTRY 


Charcoal is one of the best stomach 


correctives that can be given to man 
or beast and Is a necessity for health- 
ful chicken raising. When soft feed 
in the way of mashes are fed to the 
fowls, charcoal is very essential, for it 
corrects any tendency of the food to 
sour and greatly assists the process of 
digestion. It has been proven that all 
poultry will grow and fatten faster and 
.he meat will be more delicious In fla- 
vor when charcoal Is fed to them reg- 
ularly; in fact, In all the large fatten- 
ing plants charcoal Is regularly fed to 
all the fo-wls in the fattening coops. 
Iharcoal can be purchased at any 
poultry supply house, hut can easily be 
manufactured at home. If you burn 
wood In your stove, there will be 
plenty of charcoal in the ashes to feed 
a large flock of fowls, If you don't burn 
wood, take some corn cobs and put in 
the oven till they are thoroughly, char- 
red. 
Corn and cobs may also be 


partly charred at times and fed to the 
hens with profit.

Hed to keep the soil in fertile condU 
on. It Is in fact a kind of soil sick- 
ess which ordinary manure cannot 
i-ercome. but actually aggravates. 
One sees fur lens of this In large 
ardens for the simple reason that the 
arger area gives a much wider range 
nd rotation of cropping, yet even here 
omparlsons may often be drawn be- 
wecn the produce of the large areas 
nd vegetables under Held cultivation 
o the distinct advantage of the latter. 


There is fortunately an antidote fo» 


reahly ground or freshly slaked lima 
s an antitode for this. In liberal dress- 
ngs it will prove a quick and lasting 
onlc to the sick noil, and not only 
hould this be administered when 
prlng opens, but as far as possible 
dressed through crops of cabbage and 
Imilar things during a dry day and 
Ightly hoed In.

n the best condition there Is really no 
excuse for the bad state of things de-

cause the only satisfactory thing for 
the purpose and whatever may be 
spent'ln ordinary.manure, if expended 
on time for, several seasons would 
work wonders. 


Doctors differ ' over the value of 


:reshly ground lime, and the virtue of 
the newly slaked article, the ultra 
caustic properties of the former being 
by many considered an advantage. 
With that I agree, but consider the ad- 
vantage Is only temporary as with ex- 
posure to the air the slaking Is thor- 
oughly, in evidence. 


Well burned lime, not too long from 


the kiln, will be found to answer all 
purposes In this 'direction and It can 
be slaked In a barrel or In heaps by 
giving it a good sprinkling with water 
and covering with old sacks or'some- 
thing similar, when it should ba Im- 
mediately distributed. 


Positive effects will be noticed the

round with the drag. 
One horse 


should be driven on the Inside of the 
wheel track and the other on the 
outside, the drag being- set, by means 
of the chain, so that it is running at 
an angle of about 45 degrees with, 
the wheel track, and working toward 
the center of the. road. In the spring 
when the roads are more likely to 
be rutty .and soft it is generally better 
to go over the road twice or more. 


The drag should be floored with 


boards which are separated 7by open 
spaces of sufficient width so1 that the 
dirt which falls over will rattle 
through. 


On. roads with heavy traffic -the 


drag should be used much oftener 
and with more care th'an on roads 
with light traffic. 


• The distance from the- drag at 
which the team is hitchdd affects the 
cutting.. 
A long hitch - permits tha 


blade to cut deeper than a short hitch,, 
likewise 
a 
heavy doubletree will 


cause the cutting edge to settle deep- 
er than a light one. 


There are very few periods of th« 


year when the use of the drag does 
not benefit the road, but It does the 
best work when the coil Is moist and 
yet not too sticky. This is frequently 
within a half-day's time after a rain. 
When the earth is in this state it 
works the best, and the effects of 
working it are fully as beneficial as 
at any other time. 


So much has been written-and said 


pertaining to the great benefits from 
the use of the road Crag that many 
people beginning the use of It become 
discouraged . before they are well 
started. 
They should not feel thus 


as it often takea a whole season for 
the road to become properly pud- 
dled and baked to withstand the rains 
and traffic. 
After a road has been 


worked with a drag only a short time 
it is not well to expect it to stand 
up to heavy traffic during a continued 
damp spell without being affected. 
However, 
It will- take far heavier 


traffic than most earth roads receive 
to more than scuff up the surface. 


It is not well to consider the bene- 


fits from a good road as solely con- 
fined to heavy traffic, for there is no 
doubt but that the time saved to 
light vehicles and the greater pleasure 
derived from their usa over gooc 
roads far surpasses the economy In 
heavy hauling.

XARHHT has imprinted a patch of black 
upon th« Green Mountain State, for, fading 
from Paterson, X. J., It lias marked for Its 
own Barre to Vermont. 


Its centre has gradually shifted to this 


town of the marble cutters and granite gravers in 
th* American Grampian Hills, and from prosaic 
New England are now sent manifestoes against 
kings, ^potentates and powers. One of these days 
iome impressionable follower of the propaganda of 
the dead may send his name echoing around the 
earth as the slayer of a monarch on his throne, 
iven as Brescl, starting from Patorson, found a 
mark for death In King Humbert of Italy. 


Al! is peace to the outward sense in this Vermont 


town, where by day is heard the hnm of Industry and 
trtisans ply their skill. let beneath the surface 
there Is tha machinery of anarchy at work. Groups 
at the cult of the black meet In secret conclave, an 
afficlal newspaper is printed, lenders of the "cause" 
foregather; plot and counterplot are made against 
human government and bombs are cunningly fash- 
ioned. Here is a settlement with a dual life, for 
thrift and destruction are Bide by side and forces are 
it work which some day may wreak ruin In distant 
Itods. 


There is something uncanny and incongruous about 


Btrre, for all its front of the practical world and all 
tts semblance of being nothing more than a point 
favored by the dormant; forces of nature to be the 
home of a profitable, trade. 


It has an atmosphere of unrest which the sweet

distant countrysides and the sight of the long, low 
iheds where artificers wield mallet and chisel can- 
not dispel. 


'Anarchy moved gradually to this Eden—as slowly 


It was displaced in Paterson. Among the first of its 
leaders to go there was Luigi Galleani, who was the 
editor for a time of La Question Sociale, organ o'f the 


controls it, insisted that what contributions wore re- 
cpiv-wi were from anonymous sources, and no inquiry 
was ever made as to the identity of the writers. 


Strong Leader Arrives. 


Iiuigi Oalluani, who lias done much to shape the 


destinies of the groups in Barre, came soon after 
certain riots in the silk mills in r.itersou in 1900, tn 
which it was alleged that he was implicated. Stronjr, 
aggressive, of magnotlc manners and far more 
energetic than Dr. GiRliotti, ho soon organized the 
anarchists into a formidable body. Tnder Ills direc- 
tion Barre began to contribute^more and more of 1U 
quota to the world increment of which Its hidden 
councils were a part. Gnlleani took full chnrpe <>!' 
the Cronaca Sovverslva, and his trenchant pen made 
it a power among those of his ideas in the United 
States. Barre became famed In the councils of London 
and of Paris as one of the ganglia where were accu- 
mulated strength and nervous energy. Just when 
Galleani became editor Is known only in esoteric 
circles. It was evident before many months, how- 
ever, that his influence was extensive and intensive. 
He was just about to assume control as the acknowl- 
edged leader of the cult when he was arrested in 1007 
charged with complicity in the Faterson silk rail! 
riots. The story goes that lie was casually recognized 
by a detective, althoughJt is generally believed that 
some jealous associate had something to do with it, 
for Galleani up to this time had been living under 
ah assumed name. He was extradited, and when lie 
was removed by the officers on a train hundreds of 
his friends and sympathizers went with him to Mont- 
pelier Junction or tramped there for hours before 
his departure in order to get a parting glimpse of 
their hero. His arrest, if indeed It was inspired by 
those who wished to injure him, increased his influ- 
ence and made him a popular idol.

Most concerned in the spread .of the doctrines of 


inajreby to the Vermont town, although .those who 
Bret met him ten years ago would haffi suspected no 
permanent result of the mission of that quiet man- 
nered and scholarly man, was Dr. Nico'o Gigliotti. 


He went there in. 1900 from New York,, where he | 


was secretary of the' Italian Federation of Thought i 
ind Labor, and his mission was from the national 
committee to- those of his race in Barre and the 
ricinage. He arrived in* the spring of the year and 
by talk and lecture be instilled the principles of theo- 
tetlcal anarchy. He spoke of the dreams of a 
Dtopls which might be roaiia^d even in old Vermont, 
. where, under the new order, the owners of the quar- 
ri?s might gladly share with the men, and without the 
Interference of law and its minions an ideal state of 
society might come into being. An enthusiast and a 
aresmer he was. a man of peace, and wuen the story 
Df the killing of Kin? Humbert, on July 29,1900, went 
circling around the globe. Dr. Gigliottt was among 
the first to write letters to the newspapers declaring 
that he was utterly opposed to the use of force. 


His addresses were more of sermons than orations. 


He received visits from men who were known to be 
leaders of the anarchistic movements and many con- 
mltations were held, yet in his public speeches Dr. 
Gigliotti was always on the'side ot concord. Many 
of his disciples still remain in Barre, and among 
them are some of the most, skilful workmen in marble 
tnd granite cutting now in the United States. Not 
many of them, however, can be said to be prominent 
to the colony at this time, and it is the habit of the 
belligerent, wing of the anarchists to exhort them at 
times to renewed zeai. 


Dr. Gigliotti was a graduate of an Italian univer- 


sity and a. roan of unusual intellectual attainments. 
After leaving Barre he was for K tine in Brie, Pa.. 
and from that city ?ls years ago be wrote a letter in 
which he. claimed as hi? own the sonnet "Opportu- 
nity.1' supposed to have been written by the late Sen- 
ator John .1. Ingall?. the opening of which i? "Master 
of human destinies am I.'1 


Dr. GigMotti presented a rough English translation 


o£ th<» poem, which, he said, had furnished the in- 
ipiration for the sonnet which, -written in Mr. Ingatis' 
hand, came into the possession of Coione! Roosevelt 
when President of the railed States. The scholarly 
anarchist, who was practically an exile on account of 
his political opinion?, and bis wife, who is said to 
cave been of noble birth, left their impress upon the 
colony at Barre. 


Aaarcbisis who were associated with him. although 


they lived under assumed nsraes. were industrious 
and capable, and many of them were well educated 
and of good families. Those of the early part of the 
last decade at Barre were omnivorous readers and 
they betteved that their views couiij oe dissensinatprf 
snore rapidly by the printing press than.hy ar-y other 
agency. So it came to pass that la 1S02 the weekly 
paper, the Cronaca Sovreneiva. was fonndert and S. 
BcteJJi was known as the publisher, although Us 
affairs were involved in mystery.

evidently, that he.was working for the police, although 
he was in the employ of a local newspaper. A fair 
Eized riot was in swing -ivhf.n the rar bearing the 
prisoner rumbled sway from the junction. 


The Paterson jury could not agrpp. and Galleani, a • 


free ma.n, returned to Barre and pjjtered in triumph 
like some Roman Consul from a war of cono,uest. • He 
was from that day the acknowledged leader of the 
cult. He had come with the prestige of the editor 
of La Question Sociale. and he was consulted by 
many of the leaders of the anarchists throughout the 
country, while he carripa on a voluminous corre- 
spondence with the heads of groups in the European 
cities. Around him gathered a ootprie of his ilk, some 
of whom were living under assumed names, yp.t for 
all that their own titles were known among the fol- 
lowers of Batamin throughout -the world. 


It was daring the reign of Luigi Galleani, for be lit- 


erally ruled despite the tenets of his cult, concerning 
the exploitation of nis fellow men. that the theoretical 
anarchists and the acf.ive ones were kept in closer 
touch. His editorials were merciless In denouncing 
those who disagreed, %vith him. He urjted that greater 
sums he contrihntwl for tlie gond of the "cause" and 
the artisans of Barre made a liberal response. It was 
told with great glee by a well known anarchist leader 
only a fe.ir weeks ago that there -were many of the 
workmen who gave half tlieir wapes to spread the doc- 
trines of anarcljr.
